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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to the amendment filed December 12, 2005. Claims 1- 
16 are presented for examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this office action can be 
found in a prior office action. 

Specification 

3. The cross reference related to the application cited in the specification must be updated 
(i.e. update the relevant status, with PTO serial numbers or patent numbers where appropriate, on 
page 1, lines 7-8; page 7, lines 3-6). The entire specification should be so revised. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 and 14-15, drawn to a method of scheduling real-time applications 
based on application requirements and system overhead, classified in class 718, 
subclass 102. 

II. Claims 13 and 16, drawn to a processing architecture for executing related, 
dependent tasks, classified in class 712, subclass 1.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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6. Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct if 
the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the scheduling process of Group I is related to 
determining a schedule based on the characteristics and requirements of the applications. On the 
other hand, the scheduling process of Group II is related to maintaining coherency among 
disparate tasks or threads and integrating the output. 

7. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombinations I and II have separate utility such as providing efficient context 
switching versus providing reliable interprocess communication. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

8. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the schedule 
determined in Group I can be executed on any processing architecture and does not require the 
particulars of the processing architecture provided in Group II. 
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9. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

10. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

1 1 . Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.
